jeight, of. them ‘seb out in an endeavour 
to, reach Hongkong; this was a 150 miles’ 
journey, With only two meals on board, 

the. ¢ight ‘sailors commenced the voyage 
to Hongkong, but it waa a hopelesa- task 
from. tho : first. Heavy ‘winds and a 
heayy sea drove them well out. of their 
course, and. two days after setting out 
‘the’ eight seamen were picked up by 
somo fishing boats when about ‘100 miles 
off Macao, and were taken to ‘the .Por- 
tuguese Colony. When found by the 
fishermen tho sailors were in: a terrible 
plight, being almost “mad with hunger’ 
and thirst, and. they ‘were also suffering 
deutely from the effects of “exposure. 
After remaining. in Maceo until they had 
recovered from’ their. oxperionces, these 
eight members of the crew came on to 
Hongkong. When'the Kaiho Maru was 
last seen by. ‘these sailors, big seas 
were breaking ;over her, the hull was 
stove in, and the hatches had been opened 
up, she had settled down, and was beyond 
the aid.of salvage. One of the crew was 
drovined as he was being transferred to 
the raft. : 

Nothing had been heard, up to a Inte 
hour yesterday, of the fate of tho Cap- 
tain and othor mentbors of the crew who 
left the doomed vessol on a raft, nor 
of the cight men who were left on the 
Pratas. The Aaijo Mara has gone in 
search of them, and it ig understood that 
aw Japanese cruiser has also gone to the 
scene of the wreck,

GLUTINOUS CHALK SLIME, 


EFFECT OF HEAVY RAIN ON THE 
WESTERN FRONT. 


- Mr. H. Perry Robinson, writing from 
British headquarters in France, says:— 


We have had more’rain here now than 
wo were entitled to expect; wore, at all 
events, ‘than had fallen -by, this time in 
either of the last two autumns; and it is 
not easy to convey what tho effect of rain 
is on this battleficd, You must not reason 
from what rain does to a compact, well- 
ordered country like England; nor even 
must you think of ordinary. ploughed 
fields. The ground here is ploughed to 
a depth of many. feet into huge crater- 
like shell oles ; and when a shell explodes 
in tho carth it throws ‘tho -stufi up in 
a heapod rim all round it, As the rain 
falls on it this loose earth dissolves, the 
crater partially fills with water, and the 
sides melt. away. Most of this country 
here is underlaid with chalk, and-perhaps 
you know the slipperiness of chalk when 
It is wet. 

ALL the shell-holes hold water to 
greater or lesser depth, and the hactily- 
made trenches, such a8 are all that exist 
in these regions, already battered to bits 
by the guns, ‘have a tendency to disap- 
pear, and to become mere chains of pools 
and - puddles, hedged -in between low, 
irregular banks of mud. The terrainin 
parts becomes a wilderness of alternate 
water and deep, glutinous chalk slime. 
To attack over such country in the dark, 
as. we did this morning, is a big under" 
taking. :

The disturbing feature of this war 18 
that some wounds are *‘ septic,” and the 
soldier is suffering in greater -gr_ less 
degreo.in consequence of the presence of 
various germs which cause, among other 
things, . suppuration, general blood 
poisoning, spreading inflammation, gas 
gangrene, malignant osdema, and tetanus, 
all complicating the course of the injury, 
making the process of healing ‘slower, 
often meaning the sacrifice of a limb and 
gometimes ending fatally. : : 

Gangrene and tetanus are two diséascs 
which will require all. the research: of

WHAT 38 GANGRENE ! 

By gangrene ono underatands the death 
or S eeiheation of a particular part of- 
ithe bady caused by interference with local 
nutrition. Generally, we may say that 
the disease is produced by any agency 
which destroys the vitality of a portion 
of one’s: bddy: and: leads to the death ot 
that portion, Gangrene appears. in| two 
forms. Thete is what is known as dry 
gangrene, or Toummification, and moist 
gangrene. Dry gangrene occurs in super- 
ficial parts of the body. and is “dry” 
owing to the evaporation of the fluids 
of tho dead tissucs.. Dry gangrene, then, 
js due to a defect in the arterial supply, 
and is most common in the extremities, 
especially the feet. Its immediate cause 
is arreet or impairntent of the supply of 
the blood to the affected’ part. This may 
be produced, either by direct mechanical 
violence which crushes a. tissue, or, by 
extreme heat, (burn) or cold (frostbite), 
or, again, by. severe septic inflammation, 
usually following dase or attacking- a 
wound, . A common form of gangrene is 
that: produced ‘by frostbite. A sufficient 
degree of cold will cause..the. tocs or 
Singers ‘to become mummified. and’ die. 
Sometimes gangrene is, produced by the 
thickening of the arteries of the leg. 

: GAB. GANGRENE. 

One of ithe moit territie forms’ of 
sepsis is that known as ‘* gas gangrene.”’ 
This disease is caused by ‘the presenco 
in‘ a wound of bacilli classed os 
* anaerobie ” because they are able to live: 
in the absence of oxygen. They exist 
(ike the tetanus bacillus) ‘in cu tivated 
aoil, and-in the intensively cultivated 
fields of Northern France and: Flanders 
‘the soil is greatly contaminated by them. 
In: gas gangrene: the utrefactive 
organisms present (they are incapable of 
living in other than lead tissue) produce 
small gas bubbles among the. tissues, and 
these bubbles tend to enlarge and increase 
unless stops are taken at an early stage 
of the discase to check the invasion. 
soldier may be hit by a ricochetting 
pullet—a bullet that’ first strikes the 
ground and then bounds forward into 
the flesh of its vietim—which has been 
said to carry the gangrenous’ germ. 
Another common causo of the introduc- 
tion of the germ is the presence. in a 
wound of an infinitesima! portion of 
eurth-stained clothing, or, as often hap- 
pens, the wounded soldier, without a 
thought of the consequences, places his 
soiled hands against the wound when 
applying the first-aid dressing, and +o 

e germ is admitted to the affected part. 
Some years ago there were pathologists 
who contended that, these bubbles did not 
contain gas, but air. But this conten- 
tion’ wag soon dispelled, for- when the 
gontents of these bubbles were relea 
by the surgeon, through the agency of a 
slight penetration, one could hear the 
hissing noise of escaping gas, and if a 
light was applied it burned with a bluish 

ame, ° . 

The only chance of saving a gangrenous 
limb, or indeed the life of a soldier euffer- 
ing from gas gangrene, is to check its 
destructive effects at once. Some diseasce 
are checked by the free use of serum in 
the dressing stations near the battlefield 
and in the casualty clearing stations, and 
the incidence of disease has been by this 
means reduced to a comparatively smal} 
figure, when one considers the enormous 
possibilities of infection. For gas. gaa- 
grene, however, there 33 no serum known 
by which to check its ravages. As tho 
“anaerobic bacilli canont live in oxygen, 
the obvious way to ‘destroy them is to 
introduce oxygen into the innermost re- 
cesses of the wound. How this. is done 
depends upon the nature. of the injury. 
Occasionally a hole is pierced throngh the 
shoulder and is sterilised by the use of a 
wick drawing peroxide of hydrogen from 
a@_small tank above the bed.. Another 
kindof wound is sprayed withozone, and 
a third ig more conveniently dealt with 
by means of a perforated tubo fed with 
oxygen gas from a cylinder.

INDUSTRIAL ‘PATRIOTISM. 


German employers are getting tired of 
the obligations which they accepted when, 
their employés set out for 2 short war, 
and are now making orgenized efforts 
to free themselves. The Frankfurter 
Zeitung, in a vigorous protest against 
this movement, publishes 2 letter in which 
a Rhenish firm, observing. that ‘it is 
adopting a practice approved by many’ 
large industrial associations and now 
becoming general, informs its employes. 
in the trenches that their allowances will 
tow cease unless they sign.an agreement . 
binding them for three years after the 
war. The men are to regard the allow- 
ances as loans, and to pay 5 per cent. 
interest on them, and they’ must. repay 
the “Joana” if they leave the service of 
the firm within three years after the 
conelusion of peace. The circular says:—

the war. the enormous taxation of profits 
which is to be expected, and. the impos- 
sibility of foreseeing the state of business 
after the conclusion of peace, we are com- 
pelled. to protect’ our interests.

The Paris correspondent of the. New 
York Times oablea' a eummary. ‘of some 
yemarkeble documonts, headed ‘* Indis- 

. putable Proof of Germany's -Latest 
“. Crime.” The publication of tho docu- 
‘ mentg ‘hag been permitted by the French 
' Government, which has accepted a-variety 
ef doguments and prefaced. them with 
the statement: “ This new German crime 
‘differs from the Lusitania outrage, and 
all other crimes, It wag dictated hy the 
criminal idea that if Germany falls she 
-' will drag the wholo world down with her. 
Germany ig deliberately infecting her 
‘jprisoners with tuberculosis and thon caet- 
ing them back upon their own or neutral 
‘nations to breed. contagion or to die. 
Already 60,000 Frenchmen have been 
inoculated, in addition to thousands of 
other nations. Tuberculosis manufacture 
is carried on in campa which are’ secrotly 
guarded, and whose existence hay been 
hardly suspected by. any American in- 
vestigation, In oné of the secret camps 
Dr, Herman, after mixing tubercular 
patients with, convalescents from other 
diseases, in order to. spread consumption, 
‘said, ‘Thus I wage war in my own 
fashion,” :

GERMAN IMITATION, 


‘In their new effort the Germans are 
copying: our tactics exactly; and by 
“ours” I mean those of the French as 
woll as‘ourselyca; for the flying services 
of tho two Armies work in such perfect 
harmony that they are o all-intents one 
single servioc. Some of the things which 
have given us our air supremacy are of 
British initiation and some French; but 
wo practise and uso them in common and 
share equally the glory. 

_ It. is along time ‘since the German 
initiated axiything new in the sir. Now, 
in. hie recrudescence. gf: activity, he - is 
doing his best ‘to. learn from.‘us. He 
copies exactly our methods, formations,. 
acd air. tactics, In the recont moonlight: 
nighta ‘especially, his airmen heve ‘boen 
penetrating behind ‘our lines, trying to 
bomb raijheads: and"transport, and so 
forth; and individual Germans. are even 
getting ‘80 ‘bold ss to do what we have 
dono for the Jast four months, ramely, 
fly low enough to uso their machine-guns 
on troops in trenches or on-columng on. 
the road. So far, they nro ‘making little 
by it; and they are. having a most 
ct ng. time, 
One of the chief evidences of the new 


‘activity has been tho great aerial battle, 


wherein some 70 aetoplanes were engaged, 
which the oficial communiqué has already 
montioned. It took place between 9 and 
10 o'clock on the morning of November 
8th well over the: German’ lines in. the 
direction of Vaulx-Vraucourt; north-east 
of Bapiume, whither ‘certain ’ of’ our 
aeroplanes were bound ona bombing ox: 
pedition.. With them were : fighting 
michines and scouts, making in all u 
eet of 30 sail. Near the villa or Mory, 
Just. before .reaching Vaulx-Vraucourt, 
they ‘sighted’ an enemy. squadron some- 
what outnumbering themselves, the actual 
strength be’ng something from 36 to 40 
acropfanes. co” seis oat 
“eee THE: ATTACK. 

We attacked st once. Some of our 
machines. wero flying at a higher level 
than tho enemy, ands thoy plunged head- 
long to join in the general engagement, 
which, was fought at an average height 
of not much above 6,000ft. Gn the mélée 
which followed it is’ impossible to get 
any coherent account, for no man in it 
had time or thought for anything except 

anemy. machines with which he was 
successively engaged; but for 20 minutes 
there raged among the clouds such a 
battle as the world has never scen-before : 
an inextricable tangle of single combats, 
of darting, swirl'ng machines, the air 
filled with tho roar of 70. propellers and 
the chatter of guns. . ; a 

Four of our machines were lost, that 
is to say that they were compelled’ to 
descend “n German territory, a strong 
westerly wind drifting the battle as it 
raged more and more over enemy’s ‘suil. 
In the ships which came home, one 
brought a ‘dead observer and two others, 
with wounded piluts, had difficulty j3 
beating up against the wind and landing 
in our Hines. i 

Of. the enemy ‘we “know ‘that six 
machines were sent to earth, of which 
three ato known ‘to have crashed, ‘What 
happened to the other three, beyond that 
they were falling’ out of control, is not 
known. In yet saother the pilot wag 
seen to shot dead. What further casnal- 
ties the enemy suffered be only is.aware ; 
buy the best evidence that the victory was 
ours lies in tie fact that the whole enemy 
formation was broken and scattered. The 
Germans fled for safety in all directions 
leaving us in possession of the sky. Then 
we Went on upon our business, we pune- 
tually dropped our bombs on the stores 
and ammunition depots of Vaulx-Vrau- 
court, and ‘then came home proudly 
flying in regular formation, ng German 
daring to. interfere, ee 

, OVER THE ENEMY’S LINES. 

Tt .is, of course, one drawback to the 
splendid audacity with whieh we earry 
the fighting always ints the enemy’s coyn- 
try thet we cannot count his-dead. We 
know only how many of our own machines 
do not come home, and how many of the 
enemy’s machines have. visibly crumpled 
and fallen, obviously Wrecked or in 
flames. In such a fight as this—ia every 
fight where more than 2 singlo-aeroplane 
1s engaged’ on either side ‘a victorious 
combatant cannot stop to watch the 3A- 
versary who goes to earth to see if he 
is really broken. Another opponent 
demands his instant attention; and iof 
those firds which are winged and crip:

To understand this grave question tore 
clearly. we must examine briefly the policy 
of the thrée Scandinavian kingdoms‘ since 

9-war began. “On December 18thj. 1914, 
I Christian of Denmark, Kin, 
ef Sweden,.and King Haakon of Norway, 
With their respective Foreign Ministers, 
mot at Malmé, in Sweden, and agreed 
upon “ the pursuit of. 2 common néutral- 
ity.” ‘There: can be no doubt, that the 
paramount desire of all the Scandmavian 
nations is'to avoid being dragged into the 
war. - 


The ‘strictest neutrality need not pre- 
vent the free play of private sympathy, 
and it has Jong been reasonably obvious 
that ‘the private sympathies, of the bulk 
of the: Norwegian people are, with the 
Allies, and moro particularly with Great 
Britain. Norway has historical .reasons 
for disliking German. influenco, because 
the Hanseatic’ League wrought her 
economic ruin and dealt blows the con: 
sequences of which are traceable even to- 
day. Yet Norway trades fairly with both 
groups of _ belligerents. Norwegian 
sardines are certainly a prominent article 
of diet in Germany just now. © 
“The. private predilections of the Swedes 
uring the earlier stages of. the. war were 
peihaps on the whole in the other direc- 
tion. There is no inherent antagonism to 
German: ideals in Sweden ; yet there ig no 
real band of sympathy between Swedes 
and Prussians, and if Sweden. has leaned 
towards Germany it -is because she has 
vaguely: (and most unnecessarily) feared 
Russia, in the past. There has even-been 
a. Swedish ‘‘ Activist” party, not 
numerically strong, but secretly encour- 
agetl by Germany, whichhas more or Jess 
dallied with the idea of Swedish:interven- 
‘tion -on the German ,side. It has’ been 
well suid that the most practical Swedish 
retort to “Activism ’’ has been the ques- 
tion: _ “ What would happen if we took 
sides and if our Gorman and Austrian 
allies lost?”* + aft 


Thet retort perhaps. represents the heart 
of the situation in Sweden to-day, for: 
the growing strength of the Entente 
Powers and the visible decline of German 
prestige have. had -a .chastening effect 
upon the inore. ardent . “ Activists.” 
The German failure at Verdun and the 
Allied victories cn the Somme have made 
Swedish Germanophiles. pause and reflect 
and lapse into silence, To-day we may 
be.sure that there ia no more accurate 
‘interpreter of Swedish fecling than: the 
Foretgn Minister, Dr. Wallenberg, -who 
declared six months ago that ‘ Sweden 
Ta¢ant to observe the strictest. neutrality 
and was determined not to be drawn into 
the war.” Dr, Wallenberg ig neither 
pro-Ally nor pro-German, but simply pro- 
Swedish from first to last, and go are 
most of his countrymen.
